Sunday, October 21, 1951, was a 
great day and one long to be remem- 
bered by the members and friends of 
the Church of God, Iowa Park, Texas, 
for on that day ‘their new $40, 000 
building was dedicated. 

The light-brick edifice is construct- 
ed in the shape of a “T” and the cross 
section rises into a second story which 
is used for Sunday School classrooms. 
The 65-by-40-foot auditorium has a 
seating capacity of 300 and is walled 
with knotty pine and fiber planking. 
The knotty pine lower walls, redwood 





pews, pulpit, chairs, and altar have a 
white lime finish. The hexed ceiling 
is of white insulating blocks. On either r 







side of the front entrance hall are th 
pastor’s study, nursery, and res 
rooms. Nine classrooms, a modern 
kitchen, and dining room are in the 
building process. 

It is certainly marvelous how God 
has blessed the work here in Iowa 
Park. The church was organized in 
1929, after Sister Gertrude Alexander 
had conducted a revival, and Sister 
Alexander was the first pastor. Every 
few years, we would have to remodel 
or rebuild to be able to better serve. 

In the latter part of 1950, while Rev. 
Ray T. Hill was pastor, the church 
began praying and planning for a 
new building, and each member do- 
nated a week’s salary. Then in March, 
1951 under the ministry of Rev. G. M. 
(Jack) Gilbert, the actual work was 
started, and, with the exception of the 
brick work, all labor was voluntary. 
One of our members, Brother Roy 
Stegall, drew the plans, supervised 
the work, and did most of the “fin- 
ished” work, in addition to his regu- 
lar employment. So many gave so 
liberally of their time and finance 
that it’s impossible to mention them 
all, but we know God will reward every 
effort. 

Rev. L. H. Aultman, state overseer, 
and Rev. Wayne Hiel, state youth 
director, were among those present 
for our dedicatory service. And God in 
His power was there in a great way. 

It is our prayer that the church will 
continue to give out the true gospel 
to this little town of two thousand

SHOULD CONSTANTLY STRIVE to improve his

HH SHOULD NOT TELL the evangelist that he has had

gage ‘ 
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yh SHOULD KNOW that the evangelist will not ap- 
reciate hearing how the favorite, former evangelist 
did things any more than he enjoys one of his church 
members referring to a former favorite pastor. Every pas- 
tor should boest his evangelists. 


SHOULD NEVER INFER that the revival was over 

before the evangelist arrived. Neither should the 

plans and relative experiences of the evangelist be ignored. 

He may have conducted more revivals in ten years than 
the pastor will ever attend. 


HT® SHOULD NOT FORGET to do his financial best for 
the evangelist, for he and the church are expecting 
his best. The evangelist has continuous obligations which 
are invisible to the church. His rent and utilities are not 
paid; his home is not furnished; poundings are seldom 
given him; vacations are not paid; and he is not salaried 
fifty-two weeks out of the year. The evangelist should be 
treated by the pastor as the pastor would like to be treated 
were he the evangelist.

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ualifying for the Race 


Text: “ ... Let us lay aside every 
weight, and the sin which doth so 
easily beset us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set before 
us,” Heb. 12:1b. 

The purpose of this article is to 
especially instruct, as best I can, our 
Christian laymen about the dangers of 
the BESETTING SIN. I am not cap- 
able of teaching my fellow ministers, 
who have years of experience and 
study concerning the deep things of 
the Scriptures, but if I can help some 
“poor, fainting, struggling seaman” 
find the harbor in the night, I shall 
be repaid a thousandfold when I come 
to the end of my journey. This is a 
pitfall we all must avoid, if we are 
to make it safely home. But how can 
we avoid it, if we don’t know what it 
is? The fact that it besets us so easily, 
as Paul has said, proves our unaware- 
ness of it. Sins whose indentities are 
ever known can be avoided like we 
would a home infested with smallpox, 
but who knows where the dread germs 
of polio are or when they will strike? 
So it is with the BESETTING SIN. 

The devil is responsible for every 
sin possible for human beings to com- 
mit. Let us name some of them: idol- 
atry, adultery, profanity, jealousy, 
dishonesty, thievery, irreverence, dis- 
honor of parents, murder, covetous- 
ness, and so on and so on. There are 
sins that are forgivable if repented of, 
and there is the SIN FOR WHICH 
THERE IS NO FORGIVENESS; viz, 
THE SIN UNTO DEATH. There is, as 
we preachers are wont to say, THE 
SINS OF OMISSION AND THE SINS 
OF COMMISSION. It is a sin to do 
wrong; it is a sin to fail to do right; 
it is possible to sin “IN WORD AND 
THOUGHT AND DEED,” and so we 
could go on down the line until we 
reach the sin of our subject—the sin 
which doth so easily beset us. 

But wait! Let first things come first. 
Let’s take care of the preliminary 
admonition, “lay aside every weight.” 
You can’t lay aside the besetting sin 
until you first lay aside every weight. 
What weights? The depressing things 
of life, be they few or numerous; the 
things that hold you back, that hin- 
der you in your Christian life, not 
necessarily sins, but little things that

eventually sap your victory, tiny little 
holes that drain your joy bucket dry. 
Solomon said, “Take us the foxes, the 
little foxes that spoil the vines; for 
our vines have tender grapes,” Song 
of Solomon 2:15. Sometimes the little 
things of life are the most destructive, 
the most devastating. One poet said, 
“You can sit upon a mountain but not 
upon a pin.” Those little foxes, 
those baby foxes that slip like 


‘a weasel through the smallest holes 


into our spiritual vineyards and chew 
away our SPIRITUAL LIFE, must be 
caught; they must be disposed of, or 
the vineyard will be ruined; the vines 
will be spoiled. Solomon gave his rea- 
son—‘“for our vines have tender 
grapes.” 

Let us name some of the little foxes. 
First, our faults. And who is it that 
does not have a fault of some kind? 
But, thank God, we can rid ourselves 
of them just like we would rid our- 
selves of the itch or some other con- 
tagious affliction that would torment 
the body. Faults are like weeds in a 
garden. Thy will finally choke us out 
unless we destroy them. TOO MUCH 
TONGUE, and not the unknown 
tongue either, is one very dangerous 
fault. We are prone, unless we pray 
much, to talk too much, and bring to 
ourselves shame and embarrassment, 
as well as a reproach to the cause. 
Eph. 1:4 tells us that we should not 
let it be ONCE named among us as 
becometh saints, but rather giving 
thanks. Jesus admonishes that we 
must give an account at the judg- 
ment of every idle word, and that by 
our words we are justified, and by 
our words we are condemned. Who- 
ever said, “You are what you Say,” 
wasn’t far from right. It’s my prob- 
lem as well as yours, and, thanks to 
our loving Saviour, we can do some- 
thing about it. 

Second, our thoughts. Did you know 
our thoughts are as much a part of 
us as our words? Did you know the 
Bible said, “The thought of foolish- 
ness is sin’? “Nobody knows what I 
think,” you say. God does. If our 
thoughts could be televised and

thrown upon a screen for everybody to 
see, I wonder just how much embar- 
rassment would be caused, even 
among highly professed Christians. 
“If our thoughts could be heard, we 
wouldn’t think them,” one fellow said. 
I am not intimating, by any means, 
that the Christian’s thoughts are evil 
continually. The thoughts of the 
righteous are right (Prov. 12:5). But I 
am pointing out the danger of defile- 
ment through the process of thinking. 
If old Satan can slip a thought in our 
minds, he knows that it will bring 
forth seeds of evil. 

Third, our habits. As Jesus has said, 
“A man’s life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he 
possesseth,” Luke 12:15. But He didn’t 
say it didn’t consist of the things 
which he THINKS, SAYS, and DOES. 
“As a man thinketh in his heart, so is 
he,” Prov. 23:7. That is, as a man 
thinks, so will he say and do. What 
a man does constitutes his habits. 
These habits are either good or bad. 
Good habits are like gardens; they 
have to be cultivated. Bad habits are 
like weeds; they grow without atten- 
tion. Some habits are damnable, while 
others are parasitical. They fasten 
onto us like leeches to a turtle’s neck, 
and usually death is the only thing 
that will break us of them. The only 
cure is CALVARY. Such habits as 
tobacco using, alcohol, and dope eat- 
ing are of a parasitical nature, but 
there is deliverance in the precious 
blood of Christ Jesus. Any habit that 
we have that disturbs our peace of 
soul is a weight, and we should get 
victory over it. 

Concerning these weights in our lives, 
Paul admonishes, in 2 Cor. 7:1, “Hav- 
ing therefore these promises, dearly 
beloved (notice particularly that 
Paul. says HAVING THESE PROM- 
ISES), let us cleanse ourselves from 
ALL FILTHINESS OF THE FLESH 
AND SPIRIT (this generally indicates 
that all filthy habits of the body and 
all foolish thoughts of the mind, 
which too are filthy, must be eradi- 
cated—they must be laid aside), PER-. 
FECTING HOLINESS IN THE FEAR 
OF THE LORD.” Holiness has alway: 
been perfect in God, but it is not per- 
fected in our lives until we follow 
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through the above admonition. One 
thing sure, if we have honest hearts, 

e will lay aside every weight as we 

ee them. As they pop up, we'll put 
them down. It has been said that the 
Grecians were great fans of the foot 
race. Their athletes would tie weights 
around their legs and run with them 
for weeks before the races. A few days 
before, they would take them off, and 
they found they could run more swift- 
ly than before. The same is true, my 
Christian friends, of us, so let us take 
every little weight the devil has fas- 
tened onto us, and let’s kick enough 
dust in his eyes to keep him blind 
forever. 

THE SIN WHICH DOTH SO EASILY 
BESET US 

“And every man that hath this hope 
in him purifieth himself, even as he 
is pure,” 1 John 3:3. 

This assertion is a great challenge 
to the Christian professing world. It 
definitely and without reservation 
tells us that if we have THIS HOPE 
(Christ within us, the Hope of glory, to 
be sure), we will purify ourselves 
EVEN AS HE IS PURE. And you know 
“he did no sin, neither was guile found 
in his mouth,” 1 Peter 2:22. Christ 
Himself admonished us to “be per- 
fect, even as our Father which is in 
heaven is perfect,” Matt. 5:48. 

“What have these scriptures to do 
with the besetting sin?” you ask. The 
besetting sin is not a sin that we com- 
mit. It is not something you did, but 
is something you have, unless you 
have been purged from it by the sanc- 
tifying blood of Jesus. You had noth- 
ing to do with getting it, but you had 
better get rid of it, or it will get rid 
of you. You were born with it. David 
said, “Behold, I was shapen in in- 
iquity, and in sin did my mother con- 
ceive me,” Psalm 51:5. Theologians 
call it the inbred sin; Doctors of Di- 
vinity call it the sin of depravity; and 
plowboy preachers call it the old man. 
But, regardless of what you call it, 
it still remains “the sin which doth 
so easily beset us.” How can I get rid 
of this besetting sin? you ask. Let the 
poet answer, “O precious is the flow, 
that makes me white as snow; no 
other fount I know, nothing but the 
blood of Jesus.” 

That Jesus Christ is the Deliverer of 
the Christian from this sin principle 
is quite apparent from many scrip- 
ures. I don’t have room for them all, 
ut here are a few that are too good 
to pass up. Heb. 13:12, 13, “Wherefore 
Jesus ALSO (some folks think Jesus 
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came only to seek and save the lost, 
but He also came to do something else 
—what?), that he might sanctify the 
people with his own blood, suffered 
without the gate. Let us go forth 
therefore unto him without the camp, 
bearing his reproach.” Then in 1 John 
1:9, “If we confess our sins he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins (notice “our sins”) and to cleanse 
us (sanctify, if you please) from all 
unrighteousness.” YOu remember 
Paul’s prayer concerning Christ’s fol- 
lowers was, “And the very God of 
peace sanctify you wholly (completely, 
I’d have you know), and I pray God 
your whole spirit and soul and body 
be preserved (kept) blameless unto 
the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ,” 
1 Thess. 5:23. God is faithful and will 
also do it. But first there must be, 
on our part, a willingness for God to 
do it. And here is God’s attitude to- 
ward the sanctified, “Both he that 
sanctifieth (Christ)and they who are 
sanctified are all of one: for which 
cause he is not ashamed to call them 
brethren,” Heb. 2:11. Then, in Rom. 
5:1, we have a striking description of 
both the saved and _ sanctified: 
“Therefore being justified by faith, we 
have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” (This comes with 
salvation, the first definite work of 
grace). Listen to verse 2: “By whom 
also (notice that also) we have access 
(entrance into) by faith into this 
grace wherein we stand, and rejoice 
in hope of the glory of God.” This is 
clearly the experience of sanctifica- 
tion subsequent to the new birth. We 
receive the experience instantaneously 
—it doesn’t take always to get it. The 
entrance to the experience of sanctifi- 
cation is like a door. It takes but a 
moment to step through it, once we 
make up our minds to enter. Once in 
the experience you can stand, and 
stay in it the rest of your life and 
progress into its fullest joys and bless- 
ings as your happy years roll on. 


The Christian race is a race of pa- 
tience. It is not a short sprint to the 
glory world. Its race track is the long- 
est in the world. It reaches from earth 
to the pearly gates. We must run and 
run and run patiently the race that 
is set before us. We must run for our 
lives. We can’t stop to look around, 
and the quicker we shake off the 
shackles and handicaps, the quicker 
we rid ourselves of the besetting sin 
and weights, and the more certain we 
are of winning the race. There’s a 
prize that awaits every faithful run- 


ner—heaven with all of its beauties, 
its grandeurs, its wonders, and its 
glories. But remember, “the pure in 
heart shall see God,” and “without 
holiness no man shall see the Lord.” 

The writer’s prayer is that all of us 
will so run as to enter in through the 
gates into the holy city.

Numbers were relieved, but one elder- 
ly lady, a blind, feeble beggar who 
could not walk by herself, was semi- 
carried and thrust into a chair to wait 
her turn. She was the last one to 
whom we were going, and was sitting 
off to one side. After prayer I asked 
her to open her eyes. There was no 
response. I called louder; still no re- 
sponse. I thought her deaf, but was 
told that she only understood the 
Patwah, which is mostly spoken 
among the old folks and in the out- 
places. Then she was told in Patwah 
to open her eyes and see. She obeyed. 
For the first time in years she saw. 
Being helped to her feet, she pointed 
out people in the congregation. Like 
electricity, excitement ran through 
the crowd, both in and out of the 
building, and in no time the aisle was 
jammed. The old lady, realizing she 
had her deliverance, threw up her 
arms in the air and ran across the 
building. There was no holding the 
people. This was a hallelujah time for 
awhile. Sinners ran to the altar; sick 
flocked in to be prayed for. The meet- 
ing did not close until after eleven 
that night. How many were saved, I 
don’t know, but I suppose that alto- 
gether there were from 50 to 75 in the 
altar in the week. Many want to be 
baptized. But that was not all—the 
next morning the news spread like 
wildfire through the city. The crowd 
started gathering at her home shortly 
after daybreak, and as people gath- 
ered it was necessary for the police 
to guard the house and control the 
crowds. I was sorry I had to leave, 
but, Brother Walker, the door is wide 
open. There will never be a riper field 
or a more ready harvest. The Island 
of 70,000 is stirred; they have seen 
and are believing.” 

Let us continue to pray for this 
needy field. 
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MOONEYHAMS ARRIVE IN 
PORTUGAL 


LISBON, PORTUGAL, OCTOBER 5, 
1951: Even before their things were 
unpacked, Brother Mooneyham grab- 
bed his typewriter and sent greetings 
from a strange land, stating that “the 
Lord has been with us and provided 


friendship with English-speaking 
people when we needed them.

We found a house 
about four blocks from the Seminary 
and six blocks from the English 
school. Dr. Bowker and Brother Stahl- 
berg helped us move, or maybe I 
should say moved us, last Tuesday. 
They are certainly fine people and 
have been very nice to us. 

“We have a very neat little place. 
We have a yard, or garden, in front of 
the house about 50 by 75 feet, with 
fruit tress, flowers, and walks. The 
people who lived here before us said 
that we will have several kinds of 
roses blooming the year around. It 
never freezes here. It is a pretty place 
for the girls to play. 

“IT never saw people come for sal- 
vation as easy as they do here. Last 
Friday night six came for salvation 
without any preaching or persuasion 
at all. I preached last Sunday night, 
and Sister Bowker interpreted for me.

Maybe 
the problem was so big you could not 
see out, but you should have remem- 
bered the Lord said, “I will make a 
way where there seemeth to be no 
way.” You might have thought your 
brothers and sisters did not care, but 
the Lord said, “Bear ye one another’s 
burdens.” Did they know that you 
needed help? Please go back and 
make that problem right. Give the 
right answer; be sure every doorpost 
is marked by the blood. That will 
mean you and I will pass every exam- 
ination. Our Father loves us; our 
Elder Brother loves us, and we have 
the greatest Teacher in the universe, 
and He loves us and will plead our 
cause and help us through every prob- 
lem. He is far greater than the one 
that will try to bribe you to let the 
problem slip by. 

I heard of boys and girls who took 
up their time with other things than 
their lessons, bribe someone to let 
them copy their papers; but in this 
life it is an individual affair, and I 
am so glad. Mothers can’t live it for 
their children or their husbands. This 
is one examination where there will 
be no cheating. What our great 
Teacher, the Holy Ghost, requires of 
me to lay down of this world’s folly 
and let it stay down, He will require 
of you.

The book is closed on last year. We 
cast a backward glance and see our 
mistakes, our discontents, our failures, 
our victories and our successes. We 
often hear it said, “If I had my life 
to live over and know what I do now, 
things would be different.” That, of 
course, is just wishful thinking. There 
is no use to sit around pining about 
days gone by. Paul readily admitted 
that he had not reached his desired 
goal when he said, “I count not my- 
self to have apprehended.” He let us 
know in short order that he had more 
to do than worry about yesterday.

I press to- 
ward the mark of the high calling of 
God in Christ Jesus.”

Each 
year, as it rolls by, brings a picture in 
some newspapers of an old man, 
weary, tired and worn, with his long 
gray beard and a scythe in his hand; 
then, we see a young babe, full of vim 
and vigor, eyes looking forward to the 
opportunities ahead, representing the 
new year. Whatever your disappoint- 
ments and hardships might have been 
for the year gone by, you’re still living, 
which gives you hope and should give 
you courage to renew your strength for 
victory in the new year. As long as 
there is life in your body, there is hope 
for you. Solomon said, “‘To all the liv- 
ing there is hope.” 

Life is quickly passing. James said, 
“Life is as a vapor that appeareth for 
a little time, and then vanisheth 
away.” Job described life as “swifter 
than a weaver’s shuttle.” We are told 
that every day 4,000 Americans are 
lowered into the grave. It is a very 
common sight to seé a little tent 
stretched over a plot of ground in a 
cemetery, which means that some- 
body’s life has ended on this earth. 
Job’s life was full of hardships. Once 
he asked, “If a man die, shall he live 
again?” Then, as a sudden assurance 
from God, he declared, “All the days 
of my appointed time will I wait, till 
my change come.” You need not have 
a gloomy feeling when you think of 
the shortness of this life. If your life 
is wrapped in the fullness of God, sin- 
cerely dedicated to living and promot- 
ing the fruit of the Spirit, you will be 
so busy you will forget the shortness 
of this life by ‘laying up treasures on 
the other side,’ where your life will be 
the new life promised to those who are 
faithful to God and His cause. 

We are living our earthly life in a 
changing world. There never has been 
as many conveniences for making life 
comfortable and, yet, so much unhap- 
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piness as today. The fast rate of speed 
the world has invented and worked 
itself into has worked us into a ner- 
vous tension. Many work continuously, 
trying to make things more pleasant 
and comfortable for them in this life, 
little realizing that we brought noth- 
ing into this world, and it is certain 
we can carry nothing out. The Lord 
Jesus said, “A man’s life consisteth not 
in the abundance of the things which 
he possesseth.” As we look back at 
years gone by, and see the change that 
has been made in every phase of our 
living, we look above and thank God 
that Jesus Christ is the same yester- 
day, today, and forever! We become 
increasingly aware of what the poet 
meant when he penned: 


“Change and decay in all around I see; 
Oh, Thou that changest not, abide with 
me.” 


If the past year has meant defeat 
for you, forget it! Last year is gone;

6:14-17, 
“Stand therefore, having your loins 
girt about with truth, and having on 
the breastplate of righteousness; and 
your feet shod with the preparation of 
the gospel of peace; above all, taking 
the shield of faith, wherewith ye shall 
be able to quench all the fiery darts 
of the wicked. And take the helmet of 
salvation, and the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God.” So, Chris- 
tian friends, let us run with patience, 
run so that we may obtain; run for the 
joy that is set before us. Let us keep 
our eyes on the Goal, which is Jesus. 
Paul also tells us to press toward the 
mark, and we who have been in this 
race know just what it means to press 
our way in these last and trying days. 
When we think of Jesus, of all the suf- 
ferings He endured, it makes us want 
to climb a little higher, run a little 
faster, so we’ll be sure to win the prize 
which is life eternal. 

In 2 Tim. 4:6-8, Paul said, “For I am 
now ready to be offered, and the time 
of my departure is at hand. I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith:

Deut. 32:4, “He is the Rock, his work 
is perfect: for all his ways are judg- 
ment: a God of truth and without in- 
iquity, just and right is he.” 


Our God is a Rock. The text says, 
“He is THE Rock,” and continues with 
“His work is perfect.” In this day the 
world needs the Rock. As we look up- 
on its turmoil, strife and war; as we 
see ‘men’s hearts failing them for 
fear’; when on every hand there is 
mistrust, hatred, envy, plotting, schem- 
ing and enmity, we wonder where the 
world is heading. It needs the Rock. 
When we look upon the church in its 
apostasy, bitter arguments, squabbling 
about this and that, we wonder what 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
thinks about it all; we wonder if His 
heart is as heavy as ours sometimes 
get (and we know it must be more 
so, for He died for the church); we 
wonder what will be the outcome; we 
wonder how much longer it will be un- 
til He calls His church to Himself; we 
wonder; and then we realize that the 
church needs the Rock. We look at the 
individual Christian, and we see his 
indifference to the Word of God, his 
disinterest in the precious promises, 
his unbelief in what God, through Je- 
sus Christ, has purchased for every 
one, his inability to appropriate the 
blessings of the Lord, and we wonder 
what it is all about. The Christian 
needs the Rock. 

The Psalmist long ago discovered 
that there was only one salvation in 
his day, and the troubles were just the 
same then as now; and there was only 
one place of safety. It was the Rock. 
(Psalm 62:2.) 

Rock is solid. It cannot be moved. 
It will endure. It cannot be removed. 
It is God-given. It will last for eter- 
nity. “And that Rock was Christ,” 1 
Cor. 10:4. Men today are stumbling 
over the principles of Christian faith. 
They are thinking it, perhaps, means 
this or that. They are ‘trying to under- 
stand’; they are ‘trying to believe.’ 
Christian friends, we cannot ‘try’ to 
do any such a thing. WE MUST BE- 
LIEVE. We must stand on the Rock. 
“He is the Rock!” “He only is my rock 
and my salvation: he is my defence; 
I shall not be greatly moved!” We have 
sickness? We need the Rock. We have 
trials? We need the Rock. We have 
burdens? We need the Rock. We need 
that Rock which was Christ. He is our 
Saviour, our Deliverer, our Healer, our 
Baptizer; He is our Rock. Oh, that men 
and women today would grasp that 
one fact! What a beautiful, glorious 
victorious life they would live! 

There are only two foundations up- 
on which to build. We are either build- 
ing upon the Rock, or we are building 
— sand. We are building upon 
Christ, or we are building wpon our 
own hopes, ambitions, and aspirations. 
(Matt. 7:24-27.) If we are building up- 
on the Rock, then we shall be like 
those about whom our Lord was tell- 
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ing. They were hearers of the Word, 
but they also performed the Word. 
They were people, builders upon faith. 
They read; they believed; they re- 
ceived. We, today, are prone to look 
and see, but we do not carry out the 
Word. James says, “Faith without 
works is dead.” What is the good of 
a dead faith? 

Are you sick? Then why not obey 
God’s command and be healed? Why 
do you call upon the doctor? Will not 
God perform His part of the promise 
if you perform yours? Yes, He will, 
but you haven’t trusted Him. Are you 


having trials? Are you burdened? 
Have you brought the matter to the 
attention of your brothers and sisters 
in Christ? Have you asked your pas- 
tor to help you in prayer? “Bear ye 
one another’s burdens, and so fulfil 
the law of Christ.” His law is love. 
How can another pray if you lock your 
burden in your own heart? You say, 
“T can pray for myself!” Yes, you can, 
but you haven’t obeyed the Word. 
Would not God answer if you obeyed 
His commandments? I am sure He 
would, but you haven’t given Him a 
chance. You are building upon sand, 
and not upon the Rock. The Rock is 
faith. The Rock is help in time of need. 


‘The Rock is a bulwark against all the 


onslaughts of the enemy. When he 
comes in like a flood, the Lord will 
raise up an ensign against him. We 
need the Rock. Our foundation must 
be the Rock if we are to stand. 

The Empire State Building weighs 
303,000 tons, but it stands upon rock. 
Your soul is of infinite more value 
than many Empire State Buildings, 
but if it is not standing solidly upon 
the Rock, it will not stand. If you are 
not building upon the Rock, you are 
building upon sand, and when the day 
of trouble overtakes you, you will have 
no foundation. Your building will fall, 
and great will be the fall thereof. 

Men today are measuring their 
standards by yours. If your light has 
gone out; if the testimony of your life 
has failed because you have not faith; 
if men look at you and cannot see that 
you are building upon the Rock, I won- 
der what will be the outcome when 
they stand before God and say, “I 
followed them.” 

Christian, fight the good fight. Trim 
Satan back; make him listen to you. 
Use the power that is yours. Believe in 
your Rock. All His work is perfect. Quit 
trying and take God for what He says. 
Build upon the Rock and show the 
world what your Saviour means to you. 
Then, perhaps, the world will want 
that Rock, also. Read again Psalm 62; 
make it your words. Repeat them over 
= over again. Trust in Him at ALL 
imes. 








PURITY OF HEART 


John Wesley says: “The pure in 
heart are those whose hearts God has 
purified even as He is pure, who are 
purified through the blood of Jesus 
from every unholy affection, who, be- 
ing cleansed from all filthiness of the 
flesh and spirit, perfect holiness in the 
fear of God. They are, through the 
power of grace, purified from anger, 
from every unkind or turbulent pas- 
sion ... from every desire but to please 
and to enjoy God.” 

“Purity of heart means the control 
of the imagination and the rigorous 
care of the affections.”—-B. F. Meyer. 

“The pure heart is clear, bright, 
transparently sincere; it seeks not to 
deceive. It has no hidden motive, no 
selfish aims, underlying a fair out- 
side; its aim is to be, not to seem.”— 
Pulpit Commentary. 

“Purity of heart consists in that 
steady direction of the soul toward the 


divine life which excludes every other 
object from the homage of the heart.” 
—Lange. 

“The heart must be kept pure from 
fleshly lusts, all unchaste thoughts 
and desires, and from worldly lusts; 
purified by faith.”—-Matthew Henry. 

Heart purity is essential, for an im- 
pure heart pollutes the entire flow of 
the life. He who had leprosy, whatso- 
ever he touched was unclean. The 
filthy hand defiles the purest water, 
and an impure heart defiles prayer no 
matter how beautiful the language 
nor how comprehensive the scope. 

It is customary to measure a man’s 
purity by the chastity of his speech 
and by the high ethical standards of 
his acts, but Christ brushes these aside 
as useless standards and penetrates 
the hidden springs of character. 

This is not a ceremonial purity, but

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Sound 
Doctrine

Acts 2:42, “And they continued 
steadfastly in the apostles’ doctrine 
and fellowship, and in breaking of 
bread, and in prayer.” First, what 
should be our attitude toward doc- 
trine? It would be impossible to over- 
emphasize the necessity and import- 
ance of maintaining sound doctrine 
in the church. The word “doctrine” 
means “teaching” or “system of teach- 
ing.” Some have made it mean dis- 
tinct tenets or articles of faith pre- 
scribed to by a particular denomina- 
tion. However, we are using the word 
as it pertains to the Church of the 
Living God, irrespective of denomina- 
tional boundaries. 

To maintain a cold, complacent at- 
titude toward the doctrine of the 
Church of God is to assist in bringing 
about a state of deadness, which will 
lead us into the Laodicean camp. We 
cannot be unconcerned about what 
our ministers teach without revealing 
our lack of understanding as to the 
tremendous importance of maintain- 
ing sound doctrine. 

You will notice in the above text 
that the very first thing mentioned 
after the church received the mighty 
enduement of power from on high is 
the fact that they continued stead- 
fastly in the apostles’ doctrine, Luke 
might have said that they continued 
to shout and talk in tongues, but the 
first thing that he wishes to impress 
on our minds is the fact that they 
had received the apostles’ doctrine 
and were continuing steadfastly there- 
in. It is true that a beautiful fellow- 
ship lingered among them, which fel- 
lowship was based upon their unity 
of faith and their continuance in the 
truth, without any mixture of error. 
Genuine Christian fellowship cannot 
be realized or continued unless it is 
based upon the unadulterated, in- 
spired Truth. There is nothing more 
disgusting than a pretended fellow- 
ship among Christians who do not 
agree in their doctrinal positions, ex- 
cept those who say that it does not 
matter what one believes. Yes, they 
had fellowship and they continued in 
prayer, but in all of their spiritual ex- 
ercises they were continuing stead- 
fastly in the apostles’ doctrine. 

Secondly, what should be our doc- 
trine? In the great commission, Mat- 
thew 28:18-20, we have this statement 
by the Head of the church, “And Jesus 
came and spake unto them, saying, 
All power is given unto me in heaven 
and in earth. Go ye therefore, and 
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teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: teaching 
them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you.” You 
will notice that the evangelists are to 
teach, and their teaching is their doc- 
trine. After they have made disciples, 
they are to teach them all things what- 
soever Jesus had commanded, or 
whatsoever He had taught His disci- 
ples. What Jesus taught His disciples 
was His doctrine, and He gave His doc- 
trine to the apostles and commanded 
them to teach it to all who were made 
disciples by the work of missionaries 
and evangelists. The apostles were not 
authorized by Jesus to teach anything 
which He had not taught them. 
They developed His teachings, but 
they did not change them or 
make any of their own. Thus, 
we are to teach what Christ and His 
holy apostles taught. We have no 
divine right or authority to teach any- 
thing more, and we cannot afford to 
teach anything less. 

In 2 Timothy 4:1-4 we have this 
solemn statement of the great apostle 
Paul, “I charge thee therefore before 
God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, who 
shall judge the quick and the dead 
at his appearing and his kingdom; 
preach the word; be instant in season, 
out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort 
with all long suffering and doctrine. 
For the time will come when they 
will not endure sound doctrine; but 
after their own lusts shall they heap 
to themselves teachers, having itch- 
ing ears; and they shall turn away 
their ears from the truth and shall 
be turned unto fables.” One cannot 
read this Scripture without experienc- 
ing a judgment solemnity. If doctrine 
is as important as the apostle implies 
in this exhortation, surely we should 
give it most earnest and diligent con- 
sideration. We should, also, examine 
very closely every applicant for the 
ministry before we send him out un- 
der the auspices of the Church of 
God. We must speak only the things 
which become sound doctrine, Titus 
2:1. The superficial claims in the 
Pentecostal ranks “that we are com- 
ing to greater unity and fellowship 
among the various groups” need only 
to be closely and honestly examined in 
order to reveal that they are false. 
The truth is that when people begin 
to cool off and drift away from the 
Bible and its Author, they become 
very negligent and careless in their 
handling of the truth. What we often 
claim for signs of unity are, in reali- 
ty, signs of our departure from the 
Truth of almighty God. Those who love 
the Truth cannot be unconcerned 
when others are abusing it. The 
church is built upon the foundation 
of the “apostles and prophets, Jesus 
Christ, himself, being the chief corn- 
erstone.” 

There are certain things we must 
teach in order to be true to God and 
maintain the principles upheld by His 
holy apostles in the New Testament. 
To fail to do this is to bring deadness 
and ultimate destruction to the cause 


we love. We should not only see that 
our ministers avoid heresy or false 
teaching, but we should, also, require 
them “to earnestly contend for the 


faith (teaching) once delivered unto 


the saints,” Jude 3. 

Thirdly, what are.the consequents 
of neglecting sound doctrine? One 
would need to examine church history 
to fully answer this question. There 
is one thing which stands out con- 
Spicuously in the pages of history. 
When the church drifts from it orig- 
inal standards of faith and practice, 
all kinds of heresies and false prac- 
tises are imposed. Every reformer in 
the history of the church was accused 
of being an extremist, biggoted and 
dogmatic. Always, the church para- 
lyzed by false teaching or the lack of 
true teaching becomes complacent and 
corrupt. Church of God, the above are 
a few reminders and warnings that 
as others have drifted there is quite 
as possibility, as well as a probability, 
of our doing the same. Let us lift high 
the banner of truth. Let us protect 
our ministry by forbidding them to 
teach anything contrary to the apos- 
tles’ doctrine or to fail to preach all 
that they taught. To neglect a truth, 
my brethren, is just as bad and de- 
structive as to preach against a truth. 
Either one must not be tolerated by a 
church claiming to be apostolic in 
faith and practice.

“Oh, certainly,” came the reply. “We 
call it ‘a dirty heart.’ It is a disease in 
which ulcers form on the inner walls 
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of the heart. There is no pain in the 
heart, but the blood vessels of the eyes 
are affected. The eyes become blood- 
shot, and if not cured the vessels burst 
and the man becomes blind.”
